Eradication Of Tuberculosis 
‘cstastilimesnanestiiGuaciodiccteitaes . 

Great forward strides have been made in the fight to stem the toll of 
human life taken by tuberculosis in the prairie provinces in the past few 
years but there are evidences that complete victory has not yet been won. 
There is more work yet to be done before this enemy of mankind can be 
said to have been totally routed. 

As most residents of that province are aware, tuberculosis in Saskat- 
chewan was some years ago brought virtually within the category of State 
Medicine when the sanatoria were placed under the administration of the 
Saskatchewan Anti-Tuberculosis League, with authority given the League 
to impose an annual tax levy on all municipalities, rural and urban, which, 
supported by government grants, furnishes the finances for treatment of 
all cases of the disease found within the province. In addition, it should 
be added, the funds for supplementary preventive work are secured from 
voluntary contributions realized by the sale of Christmas seals. 

While not quite patterned on the Saskatchewan system, the fight 
against the disease in Manitoba is waged along somewhat similar lines and 
at the time of writing the Alberta Legislature has a bill before it which 
will virtually place the war against T. B. in that province within the State 
Medicine plane, if adopted. 

As a result of the work done in Saskatchewan during the past decade, 
that province can boast, and with justification, that it is in the van of the 
fight and has to-day the lowest death rate from tuberculosis of any prov- 
ince in the Dominion, 30 per 1,000 deaths for last year. 

Facts and figures show that, partly as a result of the preventive work, 
the incidence of the disease in Saskatchewan has passed the peak, that the 
former upward curve of the number of cases treated annually is now trend- 
ing in a downward direction and that, as a further result, space in hos- 
pitals which have had to care for an overflow for which provision could 
not be made in the sanatoria, is no longer required for T.B. cases. An ad- 
ditional result is that patients in the sanatoria can be held there for treat- 
ment longer than was formerly possible, thus improving their chances ‘of 
complete recovery. 

While this is all to the good, there yet remain two real hazards to be 
definitely eradicated. These are the menace afforded by the Indian and 
the cow, 

In the early days when the Indians roamed the prairies and lived in 
the open tuberculosis was practically unknown among them. It was not 
until they were taught to adopt the habits of the whites and confine them- 
selves in permanent homes that they became subject to tuberculosis. Since 
that time the disease has become rampant among the aborigines and is 
taking heavy toll. In other words, the ‘‘whites’’ presented the Indians with 
tuberculosis and to-day the Indians are returning the compliment by infect- 
ing the whites with whom they come in frequent contact. 

Figures were recently quoted showing that the incidence of tuber- 
culosis among the Indian population of the prairie provinces is ten times 
as great as among the white inhabitants and it appears that very little at 
present is being done to cope with the menace. 

The fndians are the wards of the Federal government and this is a 
situation which should receive the immediate attention of the authorities 
at Ottawa, if the efforts of the provincial governments in reducing the dis- 
ease among the other residents of the provinces are not to be at least 
partially negatived. 

The other danger spot in the situation is the prevalence of bovine 
tuberculosis among cattle. While much has been done to reduce this dis- 
ease among the cattle of the prairie provinces and to minimize the risk of 
infection from cattle to human beings via the milk route, there is still 
danger of infection from this source and will continue to be until it has 
been entirely stamped out of the herds. 

Eradication will not be complete until such time as compulsory in- 
spection of cattle for bovine tuberculosis and slaughter of all re-actors in 
the entire zone of the three provinces is in effect, but this consumption 
cannot be achieved until there is a sufficiently strong public demand for it.

May Move Woolwich ‘Areal 


Vulnerability Of London To Air 
Attacks Is Reason Given 

New emphasis on the vulnerability 
of London to air attack is found in 
reports that the governments is seri- 
ously considering moving sections 
of Woolwich arsenal to more remote 
places in the British Isles. 

Talk of its removal has given the 
alarmists new occasion to paint a 
picture of gas, incendiary and ex- 
plosive bombs, raining down upon 
the city—a city which already knows, 
from experience, of the terror of air 
raids. ' 

It has provided proponents of a 
stronger air defence with new argu- 
ments in their claims that London, 
with its 8,000,000 inhabitants, and 
easily accessible from the continent, 
is not protected against the bomb- 
ing plane. 

Winston Churchill likened London 
to a “great fat cow which would 
soon be at the mercy of the nearest 
foraging dictator.” 

Public concern is likewise being 
fanned by current discussion in the 
press and in parliament as to the 
ability of the navy to defend itself 
against air attack. Counteracting 
this, however, there is the expansion, 
both real and indicated, of the Royal 
Air Force; the development of air 
defence; the hinted discovery of 
anti-aircraft weapons which would 
keep air invaders at bay, despite the 
fact London is but a matter of min- 
utes from the continent by air. 

Those who want the Woolwich 
arsenal moved claim it has so far} 
been the “fatally weak spot’ in 


every defence plan yet devised for 
London. No way has been found, it 
is stated, of protecting the arsenal 
and rendering it immune from at- 
tack from the skies.

His Troops On Anniversary 
King Edward will ride at the head 
of his troops for the first time as 
sovereign when he celebrates his 

42nd birthday, June 23. 

It _ was officially | announced His| 
Majesty's birthday will be celebrated 
in London and at all stations of the 
royal navy, the army and the royal 
air force at home and abroad. 

The principal function will be the 
trooping of the colors on the Horse 
Guards’ parade. This was a cere- 
mony always observed by the late 
King George, and on his last birth- 
day, June 3, His late Majesty rode 
with his four sons in the picturesque 
ceremonial. ~~“ 

His Majesty's ships will be dressed 
over for the occasion, and royal 
salutes of 21 guns will be fired at 
certain stations. Land forces will 
hold ceremonial parades.

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Lord Tweedsmuir Tells 
How University Training 
Enriches Private Life 


“My Tast word to you on the value 
of university training is that it en- 
ables a man to lead a double life,” 
wrote Lord Tweedsmuir, governor- 
general of Canada, in the McGill 
News. 

“That sounds a shocking piece of 
advice for your visitor to give you. 
But if you think it over, I believe 
you will agree that it is sound,” the 
governor-general said as he conclud- 
ed references to hobbies that “lift 
the mind out of its groove and give 
it a happy playground to which it 
can constantly turn for refresh- 
ment. They preserve your vitality 
and they keep old age at bay.” 

The university enriched private 
life. ‘It provides certain- permanent 
intellectual interests which are al- 
ways there in the background as a 
refuge and a refreshment.” 

He had always tried to have one 
or two subjects on hand on which 
he worked and which engaged a 
different part of oneself from that 
which was employed in earning one’s 
bread. “You may call it a hobby but 
it was a hobby taken quite serious- 
ly.” 

Such interests kept a man or @ 
woman young. Lord Tweedsmuir 
referred to the late Lord Balfour 
using his leisure from politics for 
relief “in.the purer air of science 
and philosophy.” Walter Leaf, & 
leader in British banking, became 
perhaps the greatest authority on 
the Homeric poems. There were 
many other examples, he said. 

In his capacity as Visitor to the 
university Lord Tweedsmuir wrote 
“A Message to McGill Graduates” 
for the quarterly published by the 
Graduates’ Society. 

He recalled his three years at 
Glasgow University where “I had to 
walk four miles to the 8 o'clock 
class through all the varieties of un- 
speakable weather with which Glas- 
gow, in winter, fortifies her chil- 
dren.” 

He was “an inconspicuous student, 
and IE won prominence only at the 
rectorial elections. One especially I 
remember where, against my convic- 
tions, I chose to support the Liberal 
colors, because I had heard of the 
Liberal candidate, Mr. Asquith, but 
not of his opponent. I nearly came 
by my end at the hands of a red- 
headed Conservative savage, who is 
now the ex-cabinet minister, Sir 
Robert Horne.” 

The session lasted only half the 
year. “After a winter of hard work 
I became for six months an unlet- 
tered vagabond, wandering about 
Scotland on an old bicycle in the 
quest of trout. I am not sure that 
these long idle summers were not 
the best part of my education.” 

Oxford University had “smoothed 
out the prig. and the barbarian in 
me and, I hope, gave me a reason- 
able perspective in life.” Since then, 
said Lord ‘Tweedsmuir, who won 
fame as John Buchan, novelist and 
historian, “I have had many profes- 
sions—lawyer, businessman, soldier, 
government official, politician. But 
my university life has given me a 
permanent background, the value of 
which I would like to suggest to 
you.” :

Best Ration For Hens 


Food Should Be Of Type That Is 
Easily Digested 

W. C. Tully of the Poultry Depart- 
ment at South Dakota State College 
says that 80 per cent. of the feed 
a hen eats is needed to keep the 
body in good condition and to furn- 
ish heat and energy. That leaves 20 
per cent. of 20 pounds out of 100 
pounds of feed for eggs. This means 
that there should be very little in- 
digestible matter im the hen’s ra- 
tions. The story is told of a farmer 
who was feeding corn ground with 
the cob, ground oats with hulls, al- 
falfa, salt, meat scraps, and bran, 
and wondered why he wasn’t getting 
eggs. He said a dairyman gave him 
the feed formula and his cows were 
doing fine. 

“Some peaple seem to think that 
the hens should be able to eat the 
same kind of feed that is fed to the 
cows and hogs; and, to some extent, 
they can. Next time you dress a 
chicken do it slowly. Pull out the 
crop first. How much will it hold? 
How much ground corn cob and oat 
hulls can the hen take into it and 
have’ room for something that is 
really food? And how much food 
value do you think there is in corn 
cob and oat hulls? 

Now, look at the stomach, which 
is about the size of your thumb. Cut 
ft open arid look at the little cone- 
shaped humps through which the 
fluid to help digest the feed must 
come. How long do you think it 
will take to soak up the ground 
corn cob and oat hulls, besides the 
corn and oats, the ground alfalfa, 
bran, and meat scraps? The giz- 
zard? Sure, the gizzard can do won- 
ders, but why force it to work all 
day for nothing? It not only wastes 
energy, but it means the hen can 
barely make a living. 

Corn cob, hulls of oats, coarse hay, 
etc., are injurious to the hen’s diges- 
tive organs and it is far better and 
more economical to have them sifted 
out before feeding. 


No Ground For Belief 


Fence Posts Set Small End Dewn Do 
Not Last Longer 

A common belief among farmers 
ia that a post will last longer if set 
in the ground the reverse of the way 
it grew in the tree; in other words, 
with the butt end down. The sup- 
position is that sap in a tree is al- 
ways ascending, or at least that it is 
easier for the sap to flow up than 
down. As a matter of fact, sap or 
water will flow in either direction 
with equal facility, and the popular 
notion to the contrary is incorrect. 
“The Ohio agricultural experi- 
mental station set out a fence that 
contained 156 black locust posts, of 
which 86 were set with the top end 
up, 39 with the tap end down and 31 
did not show in what position they 
were set. At the end of 20 years 30 
posts, or 19 per cent., were decayed. 
Of this number 15 were top up, 13 
top down, and four undetermined. In 
other words, one-third of those set 
top down rotted off, compared with 
only .a little’ over one-sixth of those 


was reached “that there is no differ- 
ence which end is put in the ground) 
except that the seunder or 
end should have the preference.” 

The decay of a post is mostly 
the ground lime, since it is there 
that the conditions of air and mois- 
ture are most favorable to the 4 
velopment of rot-causing fungi. 
Other things being equal, the larger 
the post the longer it will last.

People on this side of the Atlantic 
hear much about the glory of Eng- 
lish gardens, not the gardens of the 
working people, but of the stately 
homes.

The most popular garden is, of 
course, Sandringham, in Norfolk, 
which the King throws open three 
times a week. The late King was 
always very interested in the gard- 
ens scheme and handed over £1,000 
last year which was taken at Sand- 
ringham alone, a greater sum in- 
cidentally than was raised by any 
one county. Among the greater his- 
toric homes which are open at regu- 
lar intervals are Hatfield, a few miles 
from London, the home of the Cecils; 
Knole, in, Kent, the home of the 
Sackvilles; Chatsworth, in Derby- 
shire, the great palace of the Caven- 
dishes; Brocket, the home of Mel- 
bourne and Palmerston; Harewood 
House, the home of the Princess 
Royal, and Eaton Hal, the home of 
the Dukes of Westminster.

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‘Youth Congress 


To Obtain Expression Of Opinion 
On Peace Policy 

A congress of Canadian people will 
be held ift Ottawa, May 23, 24 and 
25. Delegates and representatives 
from youth organizations of every 
opinion from every part of Canada, 
will participate. 

The congress is being called to 
obtain an expression of general 
youth opinion on “A Peace Policy 
for Canada” and “Youth in the 
Canadian Economy.” Mutual agree- 
ment will be sought on these prob- 
lems to be used as a guide to the 
Canadian delegation to the World 
Youth Congress in Geneva in early 
September. 

It is being called by a committee 
under the chairmanship of T. W. L. 
MacDermot, principal of Upper Can- 
ada College. Initiated by the League 
of Nations’ Society in Canada and 


the Canadian Youth Council, this 
committee is being enlarged to in- 
clude representatives from all na- 
tional young people's organizations, 
including the political groups, and 
regional representatives from vari- 
ous parts of Canada. 

The agenda as prepared by the 
committee, includes,-under the head- 
ing, “Youth in the Canadian Econ- 
omy,” discussions on employment, 
education and vocational training, 
recreation and social legislation. Un-| 
der the heading, ‘“‘A Peace Policy for 
Canada,” discussion will be directed 
to Canada’s relation to the Empire 
and to the League of Nations, the 
right of governments to commit peo- 
ple to war and the control of raw 
material. The final discussion, in the 
form of summary, is headed ‘The 
Duty of Canadian Youth” in particu- 
lar relation to Canada, to the world, 
to the promotion of the ideals of the 
congress and the understanding of 
the problems of youth. 

The committee is working on some 
plan to materially reduce the ex- 
pense to delegates from distant 
points.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


JESUS MEETING HUMAN NEEDS 
Golden text: Come; for all things 
are now ready, Luke 14:17. 


Lesson: Luke 14, 
Devotional reading: Isaiah 55:1-7. 


Explanations And Comments 


The Parable of the Slighted Invita- 
tion, Luke 14:15-24. Jesus’ mention 
of the recompense in “the resurrec- 
tion of the just’? (verse 14) remind- 
ed a guest present in the Pharisee’s 
house (verse 1) of the great feast 
which, according to Jewish belief, 
would usher in the Messianic reign, 
and he complacently observed, 
“Blessed is he who shall eat bread in 
the kingdom of God.’ Then Jesus 
told him a parable designed to dis- 
abuse his mind of his evident ex- 
pectation that, being a Jew, he would 
be present as his right. ‘ ‘Yes’, said 
the Master, ‘blessed indeed are they 
who sit down at the heavenly feast. 
You think you are one of those 
whom the kingdom of heaven has 
invited to the banquet; what haye 
you done, though, with the invita- 
tion? I know many who have re- 
ceived it who have simply tossed it 
aside; are you of that number? Lis- 
ten now to my story of the divine 
banquet and of the invited there- 
to’” (Spencer). 

“A certain man [who represents 
God] made a great supper; and he 
bade many,” thus Jesus’ parable be- 
gins. A supper! There is the sym- 
bol of true earthly pleasure, especi- 
ally to an oriental mind.’ By no 
other figure could our Lord have ex- 
pressed to the audience so attrac- 
tively the idea of real happiness as 
by a feast. This is his favorite sym- 
bol for the kingdom of heaven. Here 
it is ‘a great supper’. Elsewhere it 
is a wedding festival; and yet again, 
the marriage feast of a king’s son.” 

He sent forth his servant (Jesus 
Christ) at supper time to say to 
them that were bidden, “Come; for 
all things are «now ready.” Dwight 
L. Moody, when preaching upon this 
parable, was wont to read this an- 
swer to the invitation: ‘‘Having re- 
ceived this evening through thy ser- 
vant an invitation to be present at 
the marriage-supper of the Lamb, I 
here and now thank thee for includ- 
ing me, and by they help will cer- 
tainly accept it and be present.” 
Such, however, was not the response 
that the message received. They all 
with one accord began to make ex- 
cuse, to “beg off,” as is the literal 
understanding. All were moved by 
the same spirit, though their ex- 
cuses differed. They had all made 
their engagements for business or 
pleasure without regard to the ban- 
quet, to which they were indifferent.

Harnesses Sun Power With A Re- 
volving Battery Of Mirrors 

H. E. McCoy, bald Los Angeles in- 
ventor, gingerly held a steel plate in 
front of a beam of his “concentrated 
sunlight” and chuckled as the ray 
promptly melted a hole through the 
plate, the molten metal dripping 
down like melted butter. 

He waved triumphantly at a huge 
revolving battery of 60 mirrors 
which was focussing the bright Cali- 
fornia noon-day sun into a beam 
some 4,000 degrees Fahrenheit in 


| temperature. 


‘We'll run all our factories with 
‘sun power’ through outfits like this 
some day,” he declared. 

McCoy’s invention consists of 
slabs of silvered window glass. They 
tip up or down and run on a circular 
track, following the sun’s path from 
east to west. The sun’s rays are 
kept aimed constantly on a fire-brick 
oven 15 feet away. , 

All the sunlight striking 60 
square feet of mirror is concentrat- 
ed on the small target, raising the 
temperature to approximately half 
the terrific heat of the surface of 
the sun itself. 

McCoy says he has melted, among 
other metals, tungsten carbide, in- 
dicating the furnace develops well 
over 4,000 degrees Fahrenheit.

— Tempers flashed and 
harsh words echoed across the House 
of Commons when Consérvative! 
Leader Bennett accused Agriculture | 
Minister Gardiner of charging him | 
with falsifying an order-in-council | 
referring to wheat payments. | 


In the wildest scene of the ses- 
sion, the former prime minister de- 
manded a full investigation of the 
circumstances related by the mini- 
ster, but this more or less disap- 
peared when Mr. Gardiner said he 
made no accusations against Mr. 
Bennett. He had, he said, made “no 
insinuations but a plain statement of 
fact that goes under your hide.” 


The facts of the case were these: 
On Oct. 10, 1935, four days before, 
the election, the Bennett government | 
passed an order-in-council providing | 
for payment of -money to western 
pool farmers who did not receive 60 
cents a bushel for their 1930 crop.

NAVAL ARMS 
PARITY ASSURED 


London.—Great Britain and the 
United States guaranteed a continu- 
ance of their parity in naval arma- 


| ments just before these two nations 


and France signed the new London 
naval treaty, dropping restrictions 
on the size of the world’s greatest 
navies. 


British Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden and the chief American dele- 
gate, Norman H. Davis, exchanged 
letters, each declaring the principle 
of parity, contained in existing 
treaties with regard to their two 
fleets, would continue to hold good 
after the old treaties expire and the 
new one goes into effect. 

The new pact, replacing the Wash- 
ington naval limitations treaty of 
1922 and the London treaty of 1930, 
limited neither the number nor the 
tonnage of the fleets of the three 
participating powers, but introduced 
a new scheme for advance notifica- 
tion of naval building programs. 

Delegates to the international con- 
ference which shaped the new treaty 
expressed hope the program for ex- 
changes of information would curb 
any sea armaments race for at least 
six years. 

The new treaty also limited the 
sizes of the individual types of war- 
ships and inaugurated .a. building 
holiday for the larger type of cruis- 
ers, in place of the battleship build- 
ing holiday which endured for 14 
years under the expiring Washing- 
ton treaty. 

Any power can build as many 
ships of any type it desired—a move 
prohibited under both the Washing- 
ton and the old London treaties, ex- 
piring Dec. 31, 1936. 

The powers hoped the new treaty 
would go into effect immediately 
upon expiration of the old, or as soon 
as ratification could be completed, to 
remain in effect until Dec. 31, 1942. 

Limitations on the size of battle- 
ships remained at 35,000 tons, but 
the powers agreed to consider in 
1940 a possible reduction in size if 
experiments on new vessels proved 
this practical. The maximum size of 
guns was set provisionally at 14 
inches, but the five signatories of the 
Washington treaty—Britain, United 
States, France, Italy and Japan— 
must ratify this by Jan. 1, 1937, or 
the present 16-inch limit will remain

Peace in this life springs from 
acquiescence even in disagreeable 
things, not in an exemption from 
bearing them. The chief pang of 
most trials is not so much the actual 
suffering itself as our own spirit of 
resistance to it.
